Theſe things have notbeen 
done in n corner, butin che [i2ht of rhe Sun, before your 
eyes, and you have.not laid it ro heart, but ready todd af- 
flition to their Bonds, and to join your hands with their Per- 
ſecutorsin your Bookes 'and Pamphlets, in your preachings 
and-prerended prayers , andin your places of Juſtice; and 
you Pas ſtrengchened the hands of the Wicked, and perſe- 
cuted,{landered & reproacked my Servants. 

Wherefore thus ſaith che Lord, [am now ariſen in jealouke 
even for the meek of the earch, & I will beavenged of my al- 
verfaries, and plead the cauſe of my deſpiſed remnant, even 
by ſword and by fire wil [pleat wich my enemies;I wil over-

by my own-mightant power, that you mighr knowrhatT am 
God, and that. can-do Wharſoeyer [ willin the Kingdoms of 
 men.Look back now; & (tet: yourFathers could ever remem- 
ber, or thegenerations that: ace paſtcomd ever declare,thar 
lche Lord did greater wonders,or chat my Arm-hath brought 
ſtranger things to pals then your eyes have ſeen, & yourtars 
bave heard.

praiers and faſtings, and your hearts after your coverouſ- 
nels, envie, pride, (clf-feeking, and vain-glory ;z though you 
may make many praiers, yec I will not hear, neither will I 
anſwer, but (utfer a lying ſpirit to go forth amongſt you, 
which thall deceive you, and ſpeak peace when there is no
